The Big Three Foreign. Ministers at their recent London meeting reached an agreement regarding the 


supply of arms to Middle East nations, including Isreel. A joint announcement yesterday in London. Washington. 
ris said that arms would be supplied to any country in this area giving assurance that they would not be 


used for aggressive purposes and at the same time warning that action would be taken aga:nst aggression atiempt- 
img to alter present frontiers. Israel officially greeted the announcement with “some satisfaction.” while the 
only Arab reaction caine from Cairo where it was described as “necessary.” In the Western capitals it wes termed 
an important step toward peace in the Middle East and “another move in the cold war to bolster the ares against 


Communiam.”
